Dear Mr, Goff: 

This ie my request under the Freedom of Information Act for 
ell records in the files of the Secret Service or the Treasury 
Department that relate in any manner to the photographs and X rays 
taken during the autopsy of President Kennedy and during subsequent 
related examinations, to any notes or diagrams prepared during or 
in conjunction with the autopsy, and any subsequent transfers or 
examinations of any such materials. 

I realize that this is a broad i*equest. It is intended to 
be comprehensive, although I believe the above description satisfies 
the statutory requirement of reasonably identified records. 

Without intending to in any way limit the scope of my request, 

I can refer you to specific documents included within my request, 
and specific transactions, that may help to guide your own search 
of the files. 

Thus, icy request includes, but is not limited to, the following: 

1. Copies of the following documents listed in a memorandum 
of transfer dated April 26, 1965, a wopy of which is attached: 

a. Office Memorandum from James K. Fox to SAIC Bouck dated 
November 29, 1963, conerning the processing of film in 
the presence of Lt. V. Madonia USN (orlg. & 2 cca). 

b. Original memo from Et. Madonia to J.K. Fox, U.S. Secret 
Service, White House, Special Officer, dated Kov. 29, 

1963, concerning receipt of certain films end prints 
and the processing thereof (Orig, & 1 cc). 

c. 1 cc of letter dated Dec. 5, 1963, from SAIC Eouck to 
Capt. J.E. Stover, Jr., MC, USN, concerning graphic 
film holders. 

2. Documents relating in any way to requests by the Warren 
Commission, its members, or its staff, to view or copy, or to have 
others view or copy the autopsy photographs and X rays. In this 
connection I note that it has been reported that in 1964, Mr. Thomas 
J. Kelley of the Secret Service exhibited the X rays to members 

of the Warren Commission's legal staff. This account is based on 
a conversation between Mr. Kelley and Harold Weisberg and is 
published in Mr. Weisbarg's book Post Mort em (1939) at p. 275. 

My requeat includes any records relating to this incident, how it 
came about, when and where the exhibition was conducted, who was 
in attendance, how long it lasted, what comments were made, etc. 

3. Mr. Arlen Specter, who served as a staff lawyer for the

I request nreoof considerable importance to toy research and 
I need them at the soonest possible time. Theretftfre, it is of 
the utmost importance to me that my request be complied with 
within the statutory time period,
